Dr  Lee  D.    vanAntwerp,    Governor  General  of  our  Gen- 
eral Society,   which  has  about  15,  000  members,    is  eager  to  ob- 
tain Presidential  recognition  of  the  anniversary.     He  was  hope- 
ful Congress  and  President  Nixon  will  proclaim  a  week  of  re- 
dedication  and  Thanksgiving  which  would  embrace  the  period 
from  November  21,    Compact  Day,    through  Thanksgiving  Day. 

The  Mayflower  Compact,   which  incidentally  is  date- 
lined  "Virginia",   is  recognized  as  the  foundation  of  our  Amer- 
ican Democracy.     The  Compact  recognizes  God,   pays  respect 
to  the  Government,   provides  for  the  enactment  of  just  and 
equal  laws  for  the  general  good  of  the  Colony,   and  promises 
obedience  to  these  laws,    the  principles  that  were  incorporated 
in  the  Declaration  of  Independence  and  the  United  States  Con- 
stitution some  150  years  later. 

Our  forbears  established  that  no  laws  be  imposed  ex- 
cept by  the  consent  of  the  voters;  agreed  to  elect  their  own 
civic  and  religious  leaders;  believed  that  all  men  are  equal  be- 
fore  God  and  thus  equal  before  the  law;  extended  trial  by  jury 
to  all  men;  arranged  for  the  first  time  in  history  for  the  pub- 
lic recording  of  deeds  and  mortgages,    probating  of  wills,    and 
made  the  recording  of  births,    marriages  and  deaths  applic- 
able to  all  the  people.

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But  Plymouth  Gets  The  Glory 


Although  Provincetown  was 
the  place  where  the  Pilgrims 
first  landed  and  the  place  where 
The  Mayflower  rode  at  anchor 
for  more  than  a  month,  a 
federal  commission  has  given 
the  town  a  role  far  inferior  to 
Plymouth's  for  the  350th  an- 
niversary of  the  Pilgrims' 
landing. 

The  ^yjmjujLhJEmsdn^etown 
Celebration  Commission  has 

announced     The tentative 

schedule  of  events  for  the  an- 
niversary, and  of  the  ap- 
proximately 50  events,  29  will 
take  place  in  Plymouth  and  only 
three  in  Provincetown. 

One  of  the  Provincetown 
events  involves  Plymouth  as 
well  (and  again  Plymouth  has  a 
more  important  role),  one  of 
them  no  one  seems  to  know 
anything  about,  and  one  of  them 
would  not  have  been  possible 
without  the  financial  support  of 
Provincetown  businessmen. 

The  first  Provincetown  event 
is  a  "shallop  cruise  reenacting 
third  voyage  of  exploration; 
yacht  race,  Provincetown- 
Plymouth,"  according  the  the 
commission's  tentative  schedule 
of  events  received  by  The  Ad- 
vocate last  week.  The  cruise- 


race  will   take  place  September 
11  and  12. 

Next  is  a  children's  art  show, 
which  no  one  seems  to  have 
heard  about,  set  for  October. 

Finally,  the  main  Provin- 
cetown event  will  be  a  New 
England  Painting  and  Sculpture 
Show  at  the  Provincetown  Art 
Association.  The  commission  is 
kicking  in  $6000,  but  at  least  that 
much  will  have  to  be  raised  by 
the  town  itself. 

The  commission's  work  is 
being  funded  with  $100,000, 
appropriated  by  Congress,  and 
the  main  event  is  a 
Thanksgiving  dinner— in 
Plymouth. 

The  attitude  of  the  .com- 
mission's chairman,  George 
Olsson,  toward  Provincetown,  is 
best  reflected  in  a  statement  he 
made  to  The  Advocate  a  month 
ago  about  further  funding  for  the 
New  England  Art  Show: 

"The  commission  felt  that 
despite  the  fact  that  Provin- 
cetown lost  the  Chrysler 
Museum,  the  commission  was 
not  responsible  to  bail  them  out 
on  that." 

Olsson  is  a  Plymouth  resident 
and  president  of  the  Ocean 
Spray  Cranberry  Company. 
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Apparently,  five  distinguished  presidential 
appointees,  three  U.S.  Senators,  and  four  U.S. 
Representatives  need  a  history  lesson!  Here  it 
is:  The  Pilgrims  sailed  into  Provincetown 
Harbor  on  November  11, 1620.  They  drew  up  the 
Mayflower  Compact— the  germ  of  the 
Declaration  of  Independence  and  the  Con- 
stitution—that Saturday  afternoon,  spent 
Sunday  on  the  ship,  and  went  ashore  Monday, 
November  13.  On  the  morning  of  December  15, 
after  more  than  a  month  in  Provincetown,  the 
Pilgrims  set  sail  for  Plymouth  Harbor  and 
dropped  anchor  there  the  next  day. 

Plymouth  and  its  phony  rock  have  long  stolen 
Provincetown's  historic  birthright  through 
clever  public  relations.  Still,  we  did  not  expect 
the  12  members  of  the  Plymouth-Provincetown 
Celebration  Commission  to  fall  for  that  non- 
sense—with the  possible  exception,  of  course,  of 
the  two  Plymouth  residents  on  the  com- 
mission. 

The  commission  has  given  Provincetown 
short  shrift:  as  we  reported  in  our  news  pages 
this  week,  of  the  50  or  so  events  scheduled  for  the 
celebration  at  a  cost  of  $100,000,  only  three  will 
be  held  here— and  only  one  of  note,  and  that 
mainly  because  the  community  has  agreed  to 
support  it  financially. 

There  is  still  time  for  the  commission 
members  to  read  a  little  history  and  still  time 
for  them  to  give  Provincetown  its  rightful  slice 
of  that  $100,000  pie.

My  dear  Mr.  President: 

I  am  writing  to  you,  as  chairman  of  this  commission-  appointed  by 
you  in  March  1971,  to  invite  you  to  attend  the  climax  of  the  entire 
celebration,  which  will  take  place  in  Plymouth  on  Thanksgiving  week- 
end. 

A  Thanksgiving  clambake  -  very  much  like  the  original  Thanksgiving, 
interestingly  enough  -  will  be  held  Friday  evening,  November  26,  at 
the  Mayflower  Inn  in  Plymouth  on  a  hill  with  a  view  of  Provincetown 
in  the  distance  to  the  east  and  , 'Plymouth  to  the  west.   Our  former 
Governor  and  Senator,  the  Honorable  Leverett  Saltonstall,  who  rep- 
resented the  United  States  at  the  350th  Anniversary  celebration  in 
England  in  May  1970,  will  preside.   The  Governors  of  the  six  New 
England  States  have  also  been  invited  to  participate  in  this  occa- 
sion.  We  also  plan  to  invite  your  cabinet  members  from  New  England  - 
Elliot  Richardson,  John  Volpe,  and  John  Chafee  -  State  and  County 
officials,  members  of  historical  societies  throughout  the  "Old  Col- 
ony" area,  and  students  representing  50  states,  who  will  be  parti- 
cipating in  a- forum  on  Pilgrim  heritage  that  weekend.   It  is  expected 
that  the  newly  elected  Lord  Mayor  of  Plymouth,  England,  Dorothy  Innes, 
and  representatives  of  other  countries  also  will  be  present. 

It  seems  to  the  members  of  the  Commission  that  this  event  would  pro- 
vide you  with  an  excellent  opportunity  to  direct  the  nation's  atten- 
tion to  the  roots  of  our  history,  culture,  law,  and  commerce  -  evident 
in  the  Pilgrim  story  -  the  base  for  what  we  are  today. 

As  you  know,  this  is  the  350th  Anniversary  of  the  first  Thanksgiving 
when  the  Pilgrims,  after  their  struggle  through  the  first  year  and 
after  the  loss  of  one-half  of  their  numbers,  decided,  to  celebrate 
their  "bounteous"  harvest.   Through  their  faith  in  their  direction, 
their  hard,  work  with  the  land,  and.  the  friendship  and  technical 
assistance  given  them  by  the  Wampanoag  Indians,  their  settlement 
survived  and  eventually  thrived.   There  are  between  10  and  25  million 
Pilgrim  descendants  in  the  world  today,  from  the  Roosevelts  and  the 
Rockefellers  and  the  Churchills  of  England  to  the  Murphys  of  Plymouth. 
In  another  regard,  the  Pilgrim  story  affects  all  of  us  who  have  de- 
scended from  later  "Pilgrims"  -  Irish,  German,  and  so  forth.

Last  week  a  lecture  was  delivered  by  Mr.  Peter  Gomes,  a  young  local 
historian  of  Cape  Verdean  descent  who  is  also  assistant  minister  at 
Harvard  University,  as  part  of  a  Plymouth- Provincetown  Celebration 
Commission  series  of  talks.   He  noted: 

t 
...  "When  all  of  this  is  said  and  done,  we  ought  to  ask 

ourselves  the  question:   What  is  it  in  this  story  that 
has  consistently  attracted  so  much  attention  on  the 
part  of  western  man  for  over  three  hundred  and  fifty 
years?   Surely,  these  were  not  notable  statesmen,  nor 
were  they  great  farmers.   Economics  was  frankly  not 
their  bag,  and  an  intellectual  community  they  were 
not.   They  created  no  universities,  established  no 
powerful  dynasties,  created  no  earth-shaking  insti- 
tutions.  And,  yet,  they  attract  a  fervent  following. 
The  one  thing  that  seems  to  survive  all  else  is  indeed 
their  first  principle:   faith  in  God  and  labor  in  the 
land.   This  is  something  with  which  all  peoples  who 
have  ever  yearned,  for  change  and  hoped  for  a  better 
day  can  identify..   The  successive  waves  of  immigrants 
to  America  have  acted  out  in  their  own  part  and  time 
the  same  story,  again  and  again.   It  is  epic;  it  is 
romance.   It  is  the  stuff  of  which  traditions  and 
myths  are  made. " 

It  would  seem  to  us  that  your  focusing  on  the  way  the  Pilgrims  faced 
their  problems  and  dealt  with  them  would  help  you  in  your  efforts  to 
enrich  and  set  in  perspective  the  nation's  purpose  and  direction. 
William  Bradford  wrote  in  his  diary  in  the  l600's,  "As- one  small

We  have  set  the  date  of  the  dinner  for  Friday,  the  day  after  Thanks- 
giving, because  we  realize  most  of  the  people  we  wish  to  attend  would 
want  'to  spend  Thursday  with  their  own  families.   We  certainly  would 
be  pleased  to  have  all  members  of  your  family  as  our  guests  and  in- 
vite you  to  utilize  this  occasion  for  a  family  gathering.   We  would 
be  honored  to  welcome  America's  first  family  to  the  birthplace  of  our 
nation's  family  holiday. 

In  conclusion,  we  enclose  a  copy  of  the  Lincoln  Proclamation  which 
was  the  first  instance  of  a  Thanksgiving  message  on  a  national  scale,

The  activities  of  the  Plymouth-Provincetown  Celebration  Commission 
have  come  to  a  close  with  the  exception  of  the  final  report  which 
we  are  preparing  for  the  Department  of  Interior.   As  soon  as  the 
report  is  ready,  you  will  receive  a  copy  of  it. 

I  want  to  thank  you  as  a  member  of  the  Commission  for  your  excel- 
lent cooperation  and  your  faith  in  giving  the  authority  to  the  lo- 
cal committee  to  proceed.   I  am  satisfied  that  the  record  will  show 
we  have  covered  many  fronts  and  have  brought  the  Pilgrim  story  to 
many  people  and  organizations  for  the  first  time  and,  to  others,  a 
renewal  of  the  story  which  still  bears  repeating. 

Without  the  cooperation  of  each  member  of  the  Commission  and  the 
help  of  Diane  Prince,  your  liaison,  this  could  not  have  been  ac- 
complished.  I  have  expressed  my  personal  thanks  and  appreciation 
and  also  that  of  the  Commission  members  to  Martha  Reardon,  our  Ex- 
ecutive Director,  to  Elna  Hulbert,  our  Executive  Secretary,  and  to 
J.  Lauris  Bradbury  and  Victor  Shiff ,  members  of  the  staff.   Without 
the  help  of  this  loyal  staff  and  the  hundreds  of  volunteers  and  par- 
ticipants from  churches,  historic  organizations,  Government  agen- 
cies, and  private  and  professional  organizations,  our  mission  could 
not  have  been  completed. 

You  will  be  interested  to  know  that  we  lived  within  our  budget, 
and  we  are  returning  somewhere  between  $10,000  to  $15,000  to  the 
Federal  Government.   This  is  probably  not  normal  procedure,  but  I 
hope  it  will  not  be  frowned  upon.   You  will  also  be  interested  to 
know  that  no  Commission  member  received  a  per  diem  or  compensation

A  study  done  by  our  parent  entity,  The  Arctic  Company,  Ltd.,  for  the 
State  of  Alaska  on  air  cushion  vehicle  applications  has,  in  an  analysis 
by  this  division,  shown  extremely  interesting  applications  for  the  1976 
American  Bicentennial  celebration.  We  thought  that  the  conclusions 
arising  from  our  research  merited  your  personal  attention. 

Early  America  was  marine  oriented,  with  major  cities  and  historical 
sites  in  sheltered  bays  or  on  sizable  rivers.  Almost  every  coastal  area 
of  early  Americana  offers  candidacy  for  hovercraft  operations.  Our  research 
into  environmental  aspects  of  air  cushion  vehicle  operations  indicates 
that  certain  adverse  factors  can  be  reversed  by  regulation,  either  for 
safety  or  for  mitigation  of  these  affects  on  nature.  No  hovercraft  now 
exists  for  the  type  of  job  needed  to  move  60,000,000  American  and  foi  sign 
tourists;  however,  time  does  exist  to  accommodate  proper  environmental 
planning  and  design  modification. 

Particularly  suitable  are  most  revolutionary  areas  of  historical 
signif icanace  such  as  Narragansett  Bay  (Gaspe  sinking  1772  and  King  Philip's 
War  1676)  and  Block  Island;  Lake  Champlain,  Cape  Cod,  Buzzard's  Bay  and 
historic  Boston;  the  Chesapeake  Bay  complex  including  Baltimore  and  the 
Potomac  River;  Yorktown,  Virginia;  and  Delaware  Bay  complex  and  Philadelphia. 
Other  post-revolutionary  areas  offer  application.  Although  the  Battle  of 
New  Orleans  was  not  revolutionary,  its  timeframe  and  importance  is  suitable 

for  attracting  tourists  and  the  Mississippi  Delta  has  already  proven 
adaptable  to  hovercraft  operations.   It  would  be  possible  for  visitors  to 

retrace  famous  treks  such  as  by  Marquette  and  Jol iet  on  the  Mississippi 

in  1673  and  still  see  scenic  areas  largely  as  the  explorers  did  -  from 

the  river,  at  eye  level,  and  without  excessive  time  loss.

Mr.   Chairman.     I  want  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  to  you 
and  to  the  members  of  the  Subcommittee  for  allowing  me  this  opportunity  to 
appear  in  support  of  S.   2916,   a  bill  to  establish  a  Flymouth-Provincetown  Celebra- 
tion Commission.    As  the  sponsor  of  this  legislation,   I  was  most  pleased  with  the 
favorable  action  taken  by  the  Senate  last  month.     I  thank  you  for  your  response  to 
my  request  for  early  House  consideration  of  the  bill. 

Mr.   Chairman,   beginning  in  September  of  this  year,   and  continuing 
through  Thanksgiving  of  1971,   this  nation  celebrates  the  three -hundred  and  fiftieth 
anniversary  of  the  landing  of  the  Pilgrims  at  Provincetown  and  Plymouth,   Mass- 
achusetts,  in  1620.     I  hardly  need  stress  the  historical  significance  of  this  occasion. 
Every  American  school  child  knows  its  history  and  cherishes  its  meaning.     Every 
fall,   all  Americans  spend  a  day  of  thanksgiving  for  the  Pilgrims1  successful  first 
winter  in  America.     Over  one  million  tourists  visit  Plymouth  Rock  every  year  to 
stand  on  the  place  of  this  nation's  beginning. 

In  1835,   the  site  of  Plymouth  Rock  prompted  Alexis  de  Tocqueville 
to  write: 

"Here  is  a  stone  which  the  feet  of  a  few  outcasts  pressed  for 
an    instant;  and  the  stone  becomes  famous;  it  is  treasured 
by  a  great  nation;  its  very  dust  is  shared  as  a  relic.  " 

The  landing  of  the  Pilgrims  in  Provincetown  and  Plymouth  led  to 

the  founding  of  the  first  permanent  English-speaking  community  in  the  New  World. 

The  adoption  of  the  Mayflower  Compact,   the  precursor  of  our  own  national Constitv 

tion,  and  the  establishment  of  religious  freedom  and  individual  liberty,   as  well  as 

-more- 
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the  development  of  a  private  enterprise  system  by  the  Pilgrim  founders,   laid  the 
foundation  for  our  system  of  government,   our  guarantees  of  individual  liberty  and 
our  national  economic  policy. 

Therefore,   Mr.  Chairman,   I  believe  it  is  only  appropriate  that 
bhe  Congress  recognize  the  national  significance  of  this  anniversary  and  authorize 
Federal  participation  in  its  celebration.    Already,   the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts and  the  local  governments  of  Provincetown  and  Plymouth  have  established 
commissions  to  prepare  a  program  of  activities  designed  to  involve  the  citizens 
of  Massachusetts  in  this  special  time  of  honor  to  the  founders  of  our  state,     Through 
their  efforts,  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  nation  of  Holland  have  planned  special  days 
to  commemorate  the  role  of  their  people  in  the  voyage  of  the  Mayflower.     It  is  my 
Lope  that  the  Congress  will  act  so  that  the  350th  Anniversary  Celebration  will  be  one 
in  which  every  American  participates  and  on  which  the  nation  focusses, 

I  would  like  to  point  out  to  the  Committee  that  the  Congress  appro- 
ved legislation  authorizing  Federal  participation  in  the  300  Anniversary  of  Plymouth 
in  1920.    At  that  time,   Congress  appropriated  some  $400,  000  as  it's  share  in  the  cost 
of  planning  and  conducting  the  celebration.     The  Commission  established  by  legis- 
lation in  1920  reported  to  the  Congress  in  1921.     I  think  the  following  excerpt  from 
that  report  is  appropriate  to  the  bill  we  consider  today: 

"This  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  eminently  proper 
that  the  Federal  Government  should  cooperate  in  the  observance 
planned  by  the  official  commissions  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts.  .  .Many  thousands  visit  Plymouth  and  Provincetown 
during  the  summer  months  every  year,   and  the  interest  in  the 
approaching  anniversary  is  not  confined  to  Massachusetts,  nor 
to  New  England,  nor  indeed  to  the  48  states  of  our  Republic,   but 
evidences  of  an  intention  to  participate  in  the  forthcoming 
celebration  have  been  received  from  individuals  and  societies  in 
England  and  Holland,  while  numerous  societies  throughout  the 
United  States  are  planning  to  share  in  some  manner  in  the  program 
to  be  adopted. " 

Mr.   Chairman,   I  suggest  that  the  action  taken  by  the  Congress  in 
1920  was  most  appropriate.     I  further  suggest  that  since  the  conditions  referred  to 
in  the  1921  report  of  the  Commission  to  the  Congress  are  duplicated  in  many  re- 
spects today,   that  action  by  the  Congress  in  this  manner  is  again  most  appropriate. 
I  would  ask  that  the  full  report  of  that  Committee  be  included  in  the  hearing  and  that 
statements  from  the  Chairmen  of  the  local  celebration  Commission  outlining  the  pro- 
grams they  have  adopted  also  be  included  for  the  further  information  of  the  Sub- 
committee.    In  addition  I  request  that  an  editorial  dealing  with  this  Anniversary 

-more- 
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which  appeared  in  the  Eoston  Globe  be  accepted  for  inclusion  in  the  Record  of 
this  hearing. 

In  closing,    Mr.   Chairman,   I  would  like  to  suggest  the  benefit 
the  entire  nation  might  derive  from  calling  to  mind  the  courage  and  commitment 
of  these  first  citizens  of  the  New  World.     Surely  there  is  a  need  in  our  nation  today 
to  pause  and  reflect  on  the  goals  we  have  established  in  the  past  and  the  progress 
we  have  made  to  date  in  achieving  them.     In  six  short  years  we  celebrate  the  200th 
Anniversary  of  this  nation  --  the  nation  that  is  the  leader  of  the  free  world  and  the 
hope  of  all  free  men.     I  think  it  most  appropriate  that  we  begin  our  preparation 
for  that  celebration  with  national  recognition  of  the  contribution  of  the  Pilgrims 
to  its  success  and  its  future.

PURPOSE    OF    THE    AMENDMENTS

Additionally,  I  had  invited  memoes*  of the  Virginia  Delegation 
to  join  me  in  view  of  the  closely  related  colonial  history  and 
traditions  of  our  two  states.  Since  the  Jamestown  pioneers 
were  around  at  aboutthe  same  time  as  the  Massachusetts  settlers 
I  thought  we  would  give  the  Virginians  equal  and  favorable  men- 
tion in  our  resolution. 

Unfortunately,  Mr.  Speaker,  a  hardy  band  of  revisionist 
historians  has  sprung  up  down  in  Virginia.  They've  been  claiming 
lately  that  the  first  Thanksgiving  was  celebrated  not  in  Mass- 
achusetts, as  every  schoolboy  knows,  but  in  Virginia,  now,  I'm 
willing  to  go  half  way  and  make  favorable  reference  to  Virginia's 
contributions  to  our  nation's  colonial  history.  But,  Mr.  Bpeaker, 
I  don't  thingk  our  Virginia  friends  can  have  their  turkey  and 
eat  it  too.

The  year  that  is  drawing  towards  its  close,  has  been  filled  with  the  blessings 
of  fruitful  fields  and  healthful  skies.  To  these  bounties,  which  are  so  constantly 
enjoyed  that  we  are  prone  to  forget  the  source  from  which  they  come,  others  have 
been  added,  which  are  of  so  extraordinary  a  nature,  that  they  cannnot  fail  to 
penetrate  and  soften  even  the  heart  which  is  habitually  insensible  to  the  ever 
watchful  providence  of  Almighty  Cod.  In  the  midst  of  a  civil  war  of  unequalled 
magnitude  and  severity,  which  has  sometimes  seemed  to  foreign  States  to  invite 
and  to  provoke  their  aggression,  peace  has  been  preserved  with  all  nations,  order 
has  been  maintained,  the  laws  have  been  respected  and  obeyed  and  harmony  has 
prevailed  everywhere  except  in  the  theatre  of  military  conflict;  while  that  theatre 
has  been  greatly  contracted  by  the  advancing  armies  and  navies  of  the  Union. 
Needful  diversions  of  wealth  and  of  strength  from  the  fields  of  peaceful  industry 
to  the  national  defence,  have  not  arrested  the  plough,  the  shuttle  or  the  ship;  the 
axe  has  enlarged  the  borders  of  our  settlements,  and  the  mines,  as  well  of  iron 
and  coal  as  of  the  precious  metals,  have  yielded  even  more  abundantly  than 
heretofore.  Population  has  steadily  increased,  notwithstanding  the  waste  that  has 
been  made  in  the  camp,  the  siege  and  the  battle-field;  and  the  country,  rejoicing 
in  the  consciousnefs  of  augmented  strength  and  vigor,  is  permitted  to  expect 
continuance  of  years  with  large  increase  of  freedom.  No  human  counsel  hath 
devised  nor  hath  any  mortal  hand  worked  out  these  great  things.  They  are  the 
gracious  gifts  of  the  Most  High  God,  who,  while  dealing  with  us  in  anger  for  our 
sins,  hath  neverthelefs  remembered  mercy.  It  has  seemed  to  me  fit  and  proper 
that  they  should  be  solemnly,  reverently  and  gratefully  acknowledged  as  with  one 
heart  and  one  voice  by  the  whole  American  People.  I  do  therefore  invite  my 
fellow  citizens  in  every  part  of  the  United  States,  and  also  those  who  are  at  sea 
and  those  who  are  sojourning  in  foreign  lands,  to  set  apart  and  observe  the  last 
Thursday  of  November  next,  as  a  day  of  Thanksgiving  and  Praise  to  our  beneficent 
Father  who  dwelleth  in  the  Heavens.  And  I  recommend  to  them  that  while  offering 
up  the  ascriptions  justly  due  to  Him  for  such  singular  deliverances  and  blefsings, 
they  do  also,  with  humble  penitence  for  our  national  perversenefs  and  disobedience, 
commend  to  His  tender  care  all  those  who  have  become  widows,  orphans,  mourners 
or  sufferers  in  the  lamentable  civil  strife  in  which  we  are  unavoidably  engaged, 
and  fervently  implore  the  interposition  of  the  Almighty  Hand  to  heal  the  wounds 
of  the  nation  and  to  restore  it  as  soon  as  may  be  consistent  with  the  Divine  purposes 
to  the  full  enjoyment  of  peace,  harmony,  tranquility  and  Union. 

In  testimony  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused  the  Seal  of 
the  United  States  to  be  affixed. 

Done  at  the  City  of  Washington,  this  Third  day  of  October,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty  three,  and  of  the  Independence  of  the 
United  States  the  Eighty-eighth.

Enduring  Truths 

Three  hundred  fifty  years  ago  was  written  the 
first  chapter  of  new  world  his  lory  —  trie  Mayflower 
Compact,  the  foreshadowing  of  the  Declaration  of  In- 
dependence and  the  American  Constitution. 

Plymouth  and  the-historic  colony,  the  intense  suf- 
fering of  the  first  winter  on  a  new  continent,  the 
harvest  feasting  and  Thanksgiving  —  all  were  still 
in  the  future. 

The  band  of  Pilgrims  had  not  yet  made  their 
historic  landing,  but  within  the  shelter  of  Cape  Cod, 
the  41  men  among  the  Mayflower's  passengers  con- 
sidered it  appropriate  first  to  make  a  declaration  of 
.  purpose. 

So,  they  did  covenant  together  to  enact  "just  and 
equal"  laws  and  to  obey  them. 

They  mutually  pledged  to  elect  their  own  civic 
and  religious  leaders,  recognizing  none  other;  and 
to  enact  no  other  laws  except  by  the  consent  of  the 
voters. 

Here  was  the  birth  of  constitutional  government. 
Here  was  born,  too,  equality  under  the  law  for  all 
men,  based  on  no  other  precedent  but  their  belief 
that  all  men  were  created  equal  by  God. 

Since  he  was  equal  before  God,  they  made  him 
also  equal  before  the  law. 

How  clearly  all  this  was  reflected  in  the  Declara- 
tion of  Independence,  when  the  Constitutional  Con- 
gress, a  century  and  a  half  later,  ranked  first  among 
the  self-evident  truths  that  "all  men  are  created 
equal"  and  "endowed  with  certain  unalienable  rights." 

The  Mayflower  Compact  is  alive  today  as  it  was 
on  that  ** — ^vable  November  21,  1620. 
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It  is  my  understanding,  from  contacts  with  Miss  Block  in  your 
office,  that  a  final  decision  regarding  appointments  to  the 
Plymouth  Prouincerown  350th  Anniversary  Commission  has  not  ^et 
been  made,  hut  that  the  process  is  nearly  completed. 

As  author  of  the  legislation  creating  the  Commission,  as  the 
Congressman  representing  both  Plymouth  and  Provmncetown,  and  as 
a  Republican  with  a  strong  record  of  support  fro  the  President,  I 
have-been  have  been  disagreeably  surprised  at  the  near  total  lack 
of  coordination  or  consultation  with  my  office  dm  this  matter. 

Congressional  courtesy  alone,  I  would  thinkm  would  have  led 
you  to  consult  with  me  before  rejecting  my  nominees  to  this 
Commission,  and  common  sense  alone  should  have  led  you  to  consult 
with  me  regarding  the  attributes  of  candidates  nominated  by  others, 
such  as  Senator  Kennedy.  ' 

TMs  has  not  been  done,  however,  and  I  am  at  a  loss  to  explain 
why. 

I  came  very  close  to  losing  my  seat  in  this  last  election, 
mainly  because  I  stoongiy  supported  the  President  in  an  area  where 
Mr.  Nixon  has  never  been  popular,  and  were  he  and  his  policies 
were  especially  unpopular  this  year.  I  did  this  because  I  felt 
I  ought  to,  as  a  team  player,  and  because  I  thought  I  could  work 
with  this  Administration. 

Team  paaying  and  working  together  involves  cooperation  from 
both  sides,  however,  and  on  this  particular  matter — as  well  as 
others — I  have  gotten  very  little  cooperation  from  you. 

This  Administration  has  gotten  some  very  bad  press  in  recent 
days  on  its  allegedly  insensitive  personnel  policies.  If  all  your 
personnel  decisions  are  fflaatisxikExssagxik  handled  the  way  you're 
handling  the  350th  Anniversary  Commision  appointees,  the  press 
would  seem  to  be  justified. 

I  would  appreciate  your  making  every  effory.  to  overcome  this 
lack  of  communication,  and  look ' forward  to  an  early  meeting  to 
assure  that  the  Administration,  the  Congressman,  and  the  x£&xkxx 
&HH±sx  Commission  will  be  working  cooperatively  to  assure  the 
best  commemoration  of  the  anniversary  of  the  landing  of  the 
Pilgrims.

A  luncheon  meeting  of  the  Plymouth- Pro vincetown  Celebration 
Commission  was  held  on  April  29,  1971,  in  a  dining  room  of 
the  U.  S.  Senate  Building  in  Washington,  D.  C. ,  with  Chair- 
man George  C.  P.  Olsson  presiding. 

Attending  were  members  of  Congress  -  Senator  Edward  W.  Brooke 
of  Massachusetts,  Senator  George  D.  Aiken  of  Vermont,  Senator 
John  0.  Pastore  of  Rhode  Island,  Congressman  Hastings  Keith 
of  Massachusetts,  Congressman  Silvio  Conte  of  Massachusetts  - 
Congressional  staff  members,  a  representative  of  Senator 
Edxvard  Kennedy's  staff,  Prances  MacElroy;  Congressman  Keith's 
assistants,  Diane  Prince  and  Allen  Niemi  -  the  five  Presi- 
dential appointees  -  Mr.  George  C.  P.  Olsson  of  Plymouth, 
Mr.  Richard  Buck  of  Boston,  Mrs.  Alice  J.  Hicks  of  Mashpee, 
Mr.  Burton  Kenney  of  Provincetown,  and  Mr.  Ernest  P.  Tassinari 
of  Plymouth  -  and  Executive  Director  Martha  Reardon  of  Cam- 
bridge .

A  meeting  of  the  Plymouth-Provincetown  Celebration  Commission, 
with  Plymouth  350th  Committee  members  attending,  was  held  on 
Tuesday,  Kay  k-,    1971,  in  the  Pilgrim  Room  of  the  Plymouth 
Federal  Savings  &  Loan  Association,  Plymouth,  Massachusetts, 
with  Chairman  George  C.  P.  Olsson  presiding.   Ten  persons 
were  present.   In  addition  to  Chairman  Olsson,  the  following 
attended:   Mr.  John  G.  Talcott,  Jr.,  Mr.  Lauris  Bradbury, 
Mr.  Ernest  Tassinari,  Miss  Martha  Reardon,  Mr.  Victor  Shiff, 
Mr.  Burton  Kenney,  Mrs.  Elna  Hulbert,  Dr.  Robert  Bartlett, 
and  Dr.  George  Schilling. 

Mr.  Olsson  opened  the  meeting  by  stressing  the  need  of  con- 
centrating on  a  celebration  on  a  national  level.   It  will  be 
necessary  to  engage  a  professional  public  relations  person. 
He  stated  that  Commissioner  Sheehan  of  the  Massachusetts  De- 
partment of  Commerce  and  Development  has  agreed  to  cooperate 
with  the  Commission. 

The  Thanksgiving  Seminar  was  next  on  the  agenda.   It  was  pro- 
posed that  fifty-one  students  (including  one  from  Washington, 
D.  C.)  and,  possibly,  others  from  foreign  countries  be  invited 
to  attend.   Rather  than  providing  motel  accommodations,  it  was 
suggested  that  students  be  entertained  in  private  homes. 
Mr.  Talcott  suggested  Dr.  Jordan  Fiore  as  a  possible  director. 
The  possibility  of  inviting  the  Governors  of  each  state  to  appoint 
a  seminar  student  was  discussed. 
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The  preparation  of  a  television  documentary  was  mentioned.. 
It  was  suggested  that  insurance  companies,  banks,  etc., 
might  be  willing  to  defray  costs.   It  would  be  necessary  to 
have  this  15-  to  20-minute  movie  completed  by  the  first  of 
October. 

Plans  are  continuing  for  the  U.  S.  Army  Band  concert  to  be 
held  on   September  1st.   A  meeting  is  scheduled  for  this  week 
for  the  selection  of  the  site  at  which  the  concert  will  be  held. 

Mr.  Olsson  discussed  the  possibility  of  engaging  someone  to 
write  a  new  book  on  the  first  Thanksgiving,  thereby  providing 
a  permanent  legacy  from  the  350th  anniversary. 

Church  services  to  be  held  by  local  churches  and  their  congre- 
gations on  Sunday  mornings  at  Plimoth  Plantation,  instead  of 
in  their  respective  churches,  was  the  next  topic  to  be  dis- 
cussed.  It  xtfas  proposed  that  the  services  be  held  on  the  deck 
of  the  fort,  with  the  persons  attending  being  below  on  the 
Plantation  grounds.   Mr.  Olsson  felt  that  the  Commission  could 
work  in  conjunction  with  the  Council  of  Churches  on  these  ser- 
vices.  It  was  suggested  that  perhaps  nationally  prominent 
church  dignitaries  could  be  invited  by  the  Council  to  be  present 
at  these  services.   Dr.  Robert  Bartlett  agreed  to  contact  the 
Council  regarding  this  matter. 
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The  possibility  of  a  re-enactment  of  the  signing  of  the 
peace  treaty  with  the  Indians  to  be  held  in  July  in  con- 
junction with  the  scheduled  powwow  of  the  Wampanoags  was 
discussed.   It  was  suggested  that  perhaps  a  representative 
from  the  Department  of  Indian  Affairs  could  be  invited  in 
order  to  make  this  an  event  of  national  significance.   Sev- 
eral locations  for  this  ceremony  were  discussed,  including 
Cole's  Hill  at  the  site  of  the  statue  of  Massasoit.  .It  was 
agreed  to  ask  Mrs.  Hicks,  a  member  of  the  Commission,  for 
her  advice  on  this  matter.  ^Jz-——^-1^—-^ — 7—^    / 

It  was  generally  agreed  that  a  large  parade  was  not  feasible, 
but  that  some  ancient  fife  and  drum  corps  and  other  units 
such  as  the  Lexington  Kinutemen,  etc. ,  could  be  invited  to 
Plymouth.   The  Parade. Chairman,  Dr.  George  Schilling,  will 
take  all  of  these  suggestions  into  consideration  and  will 
give  a  report  at  the  next  meeting. 

A  cruise  of  the  sh3,llop  was  discussed.   Possibly,  college 
crews  could  be  obtained.   August  was  suggested  as  a  good 
month  due  to  the  tourist  season.   This  event  will  be  held 
in  conjunction  with  Provincetown. 

The  possibility  of  having  some  shows  such  as  "America  350" 
or  "Pilgrims  All"  mq.z   discussed,  and  the  combining  of  high- 
lights from  each  show  was  mentioned.   The  erection  of  a  large 
tent  on  the  waterfront  for  this  purpose  was  suggested. 
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Mr.  Olsson  agreed  to  contact  Mr.  Buck,  a  member  of  the 
Commission,  regarding  requesting  Congressmen  to  arrange 
for  proclamations  by  the  President  and  Governors. 

It  was  suggested  that  musical  groups  such  as  the  New  England 
Conservatory  of  Music  Choir,  Barrington  College  Choir,  and 
the  Boston  Pops  could  give  concerts.   Dr.  Bartlett  felt  that 
Arthur  Fiedler  xrould  be  most  interested  in  coming  to  Plymouth, 
as  he  had  previously  expressed  this  desire  and,  also,  his 
first  concert  was  held  in  Plymouth.   Miss  Reardon  suggested 
a  harvest  festival  to  be  held  late  in  October,  at  which  time 
the  Congressional  and  Senatorial  members  of  the  Commission 
could  be  invited  to  Plymouth.   Possibly,  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  could  be  contacted  for  assistance. 

c-   The  proposed  fountain  was  discussed  as  a  permanent  monument. 
Also,  the  acquisition  of  a  historical  house  for  restoration 
purposes  was  mentioned.   It  was  suggested  that  Mr.  Buck  might 
investigate  government  funding  for  the  proposed  fountain. 

The  meeting  held  in  Washington,  D.  C. ,  was  discussed,  and  it 
was  mentioned  that  the  Congressional  and  Senatorial  Commission 
members  are  most  anxious  to  have  a  successful,  nationally 
significant  celebration. 

Dr.  Schilling  suggested  inviting  members  of  the  Mayflo-wer  Society 
to  Plymouth.   After  agreeing  to  begin  pin-pointing  dates  soon, 
the  meeting  was  adjourned.

November  13.  On  the  morning  of  Decen 
after  more  than  a  month  in  Provincetown,  the 
Pilgrims  set  sail  for  Plymouth  Harbor   and 
dropped  anchor  there  the  next  day.

1971 

WHEREAS,  In  the  face  of  oppression  and  religious  persecution  the  settlers  of  Plymouth 
Plantation  traveled  to  a  new  world  in  search  of  freedoms  denied  them  in  their 
native  land,  and 

WHEREAS,  350  years  ago  in  the  autumn  of  1621,  a  small  band  of  settlers  at  Plymouth 
Plantation  were  busily  harvesting  their  crops  and  building  shelters  for  the  long 
winter  ahead,  and 

WHEREAS,  Our  Pilgrim  fathers,  in  that  Fall  three  and  one-half  centuries  ago  gathered 
outdoors  to  rejoice  and  give  thanks  to  God  for  the  land  and  its  abundance  and 
for  the  opportunity  to  live  in  a  land  of  freedom,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Pilgrims  were  joined  in  this  Thanksgiving  by  the  natives  of  this  new  land, 
Chief  Massasoit  and  his  Indian  braves,  whose  friendship  and  assistance  helped 
make  the  founding  and  survival  of  the  Colony  a  reality,  and 

WHEREAS,  It  is  appropriate  that  we  today  seek  inspiration  in  the  Pilgrim  spirit,  in  the 
promise  of  the  future,  and  in  the  great  American  dream  that  the  Pilgrims  gave 
birth  to  350  years  ago; 

NOW,  therefore,  I,  FRANCIS  W.  SARGENT,  Governor  of  the  Commonweath  of 
Massachusetts,  do  hereby  proclaim  November  25-27,  1971  as  a 


TIME  OF  REMEMBRANCE 

and  urge  the  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  to  take  cognizance  of  this  period 
and  to  participate  fittingly  in  its  observance. 

GIVEN  at  the  Executive  Chamber  in  Boston, 
this  twenty-second  day  of  November,  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  seventy-one,  and  of  the  Independence  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  the  one  hundred 
and  ninety-sixth. 
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The  seal  used  by  the  Plymouth-Provincetown  Celebration 
Commission  is  taken  from  the  bronze  coin  of  the  Pilgrim 
Heritage  Series  of  coins  cast  especially  for  the  350th  Pilgrim 
Anniversary  Year  by  the  International  Mint  to  reflect  the 
words  of  Governor  William  Bradford  .  .  . 


"They  began  now  to  gather  in  the  small  harvest  they  had,  and  to  fit  up  their 
houses  and  dwellings  against  winter,  being  all  well  recovered  in  health  and 
strength,  and  had  all  things  in  good  plenty.  For  as  some  were  thus  employed 
in  affairs  abroad,  others  were  exercised  in  fishing,  about  cod  and  bass  and 
other  fish,  of  which  they  took  good  store,  of  which  every  family  had  their 
portion. 

"All  the  summer,  there  was  no  want;  and  now  began  to  come  in  store  of  fowl, 
as  winter  approached,  of  which  this  place  did  abound  when  they  came  first 
(but  afterward  decreased  by  degrees).  And  besides  waterfowl,  there  was  great 
store  of  wild  turkeys,  of  which  they  took  many,  besides  venison,  etc.  Besides, 
they  had  about  a  peck  of  meal  a  week  to  a  person,  or  now  since  harvest, 
Indian  corn  to  that  proportion.  Which  made  many  afterwards  write  so  largely 
of  their  plenty  here  to  their  friends  in  England,  where  were  not  feigned  but 
true  reports. 

"Thus,  they  found  the  Lord  to  be  with  them  in  all  their  ways,  and  to  bless 
their  outgoings  and  incomings,  for  which  let  His  holy  name  have  the  praise 
forever,  to  all  posterity." 


In  a  clamshell  at  your  place,  you  will  find  five  kernels  of  colored  flint  corn.  At  one 
time,  in  the  earliest  years  of  the  Pilgrim  settlement,  the  harvest  was  so  scanty  that 
only  a  few  kernels  of  corn  could  be  allotted  to  each  person  each  day  until  the  next 
supplies  of  food  were  forthcoming.  The  tradition  of  giving  five  kernels  of  corn  as 
a  reminder  of  this  time  of  scarcity  goes  back  many  decades  and  has  been  continued 
by  the  Pilgrim  Society  at  Forefathers  Day  banquets.  It  is  repeated  today  at  the 
350th  Pilgrim  Thanksgiving  clambake,  in  recognition  of  the  thin  line  between 
want  and  plenty,  as  we  gather  together  to  ask  the  Lord's  blessing  at  the  end  of  this 
harvest  season.

THE  AMERICAN  THANKSGIVING 


"Our  harvest  being  gotten  in,  our  governor  sent  four  men  on  fowling,  that  we  might  after  a  special 
manner  rejoice  together  after  we  had  gathered  the  fruit  of  our  labors.  The  four  in  one  day  killed  as 
much  fowl  as,  with  a  little  help  beside,  served  the  company  almost  a  week.  At  which  time,  amongst 
other  recreations,  we  exercised  our  arms,  many  of  the  Indians  coming  amongst  us,  and  among  the  rest 
their  greatest  king  Massasoit,  with  some  ninety  men,  whom  for  three  days  we  entertained  and  feasted, 
and  they  went  out  and  killed  five  deer,  which  they  brought  to  the  plantation  and  bestowed  on  our 
governor,  and  upon  the  captain  and  others.  And  although  it  be  not  always  so  plentiful  as  it  was  at  this 
time  with  us,  yet  by  the  goodness  of  God,  we  are  so  far  from  want  that  we  often  wish  you  partakers 
of  our  plenty." 

So  wrote  Pilgrim  Edward  Winslow  to  a  friend  in  England  shortly  after  the  colonists  of  New 
Plymouth  celebrated  their  first  successful  harvest.  This  brief  passage  is  the  only  eyewitness  description 
of  the  events  that  were  to  become  the  basis  of  a  uniquely  American  holiday:  Thanksgiving.  As  with  so 
many  of  the  facts  of  the  Pilgrims'  first  years  in  America  this  occasion  has  become  so  imbued  with 
tradition  that  it  is  difficult  to  place  it  in  the  perspective  it  occupied  in  Winslow's  eyes.  Indeed,  any 
reference  to  giving  thanks  is  notably  missing  from  Winslow's  description.  What  took  place  on  that  fall  day 
some  three-and-a-half  centuries  ago  is  best  understood  as  the  first  recorded  English  harvest  festival  held 
on  American  soil,  the  acting  out  of  an  institution  of  great  antiquity  in  the  England  the  Pilgrims  had 
left  behind. 

Harvest  festivals  combining  prayers,  sacrifices  and  rituals  for  the  appropriate  deity  and  joyful  reveling 
at  the  accomplishment  of  a  full  granary  and  an  end  to  the  year's  toil  can  be  said  to  be  as  old  as  harvests. 
The  tiny  farming  community  of  Plymouth  had  special  cause  to  celebrate  in  the  autumn  of  1621,  for  the 
people  had  established  a  firm  foothold  in  their  new  home,  as  witness  the  successful  crop  of  Indian  corn 
that  they  had  gathered. 

In  the  winter  months  that  immediately  followed  their  landing  at  Plymouth  in  1620  nearly  half  of 
the  settlers  had  perished.  Still  they  had  planted  a  crop  in  the  spring.  They  had  erected  houses  for  shelter 
where  there  had  been  none.  And  they  had  won  the  trust,  friendship,  and  aid  of  the  Indians.  Now  the 
harvest  was  proof  of  their  ability  to  survive.  And  if  they  needed  more  precedent  than  centuries  of 
tradition  in  their  native  land  for  the  harvest  celebration  they  held,  there  were  references  to  harvest 
festivals  in  the  Old  Testament  to  which  these  avid  students  of  the  Scriptures  could  turn. 

History  does  not  record  the  reason  for  the  decision — if  it  was  in  fact  a  decision  rather  than  merely 
spontaneous  reaction  to  circumstances — to  hold  a  harvest  festival  rather  than  to  proclaim  a  day  of 
thanksgiving  for  that  first  New  England  harvest.  Government-proclaimed  days  of  thanksgiving,  upon 
which  everyone  was  to  rest  and  offer  prayers  to  God  for  some  special  providence,  were  well  known 
to  the  Pilgrims.  But  the  association  of  the  day-of-thanksgiving-and-prayer  concept  with  the  fall  harvest 
is  something  that  happened  subsequent  to  1621  in  New  England. 

There  is  no  mention  of  Plymouth's  celebrating  the  harvest  in  1622,  and  perhaps  it  did  not,  for 
the  yield  was  meagre.  In  July  of  1623,  Governor  William  Bradford  proclaimed  the  30th  of  that  month 
as  a  day  of  prayer  and  thanksgiving  for  the  entire  colony  in'  gratitude  for  deliverance  from  a  drought 
which  had  threatened  yet  another  year  of  privation.  In  the  years  that  followed,  the  individual  towns 
and  sometimes  entire  colonies  of  New  England  proclaimed  days  of  thanksgiving  at  various  times  during 
the  year  on  an  independent  basis,  governed  by  whatever  particular  providences  each  felt  obliged  to 
acknowledge.  There  might  be  several  in  a  single  year  for  a  given  community.  Most  of  the  thanksgiving 
days  one  finds  reference  to  in  the  surviving  17th  century  colonial  records  are  not  related  to  the  harvest. 
The  occurrence  of  a  fall  day  of  thanksgiving  associated  with  a  harvest  feast  seems  to  have  become  general 
practice  in  the  New  England  colonies  and  others  by  the  time  of  the  Revolutionary  War,  but  the  date 
of  celebration  varied  according  to  local  preference. 

The  first  national  day  of  Thanksgiving  was  Thursday,  November  26,  1789.  It  was  proclaimed  by 
President  Washington,  not  in  response  to  the  bounties  of  the  harvest  but  in  gratitude  for  the  establishment 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.  However,  Thanksgiving  did  not  become  an  annual  national  holiday 
following  the  Washington  proclamation.  Later  presidents  were  indifferent  or  opposed  to  such  proclama- 
tions, and  there  was  a  strong  tradition  for  keeping  the  fall  festivities  responsive  to  local  conditions. 

The  second  National  Thanksgiving  Proclamation  was  issued  by  President  Lincoln,  in  1863,  desig- 
nating that  the  last  Thursday  in  November  would  be  set  aside' for  the  entire  nation  to  give  thanks  together 
that  despite  the  Civil  War  things  were  not  so  bad  for  the  country  as  they  might  have  been.  The  Lincoln 
proclamation  was  apparently  in  response  to  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  Sarah  Josepha  Hale,  editor  of  Godey's 
Lady's  Book,  who  had  been  campaigning  for  the  institution  of  a  national  Thanksgiving  day  since  1827. 
Every  president  since  Lincoln  has  continued  the  practice  of  proclaiming  a  day  of  Thanksgiving  in 
the  latter  half  of  November.  The  local  New  England  harvest-feast  thanksgivings  have  given  way  to  the 
national  celebration,  although  the  harvest  has  been  "home"  for  some  weeks  by  that  time  of  year.  Plimoth 
Plantation,  in  attempting  to  re-create  for  its  visitors  something  of  the  life  of  the  English  people  who 
settled  here  in  the  early  17th  century  has  chosen  to  return  to  the  earlier  New  England  practice  of 
celebrating  the  blessing  of  a  good  harvest  at  "harvest-time",  in  the  best  tradition  of  Plymouth's  citizens 
of  1621.

RECIPES 


17th  CENTURY 

To  Bake  Redde  Deere 

Parboyle  it  and  press  it,  and  let  it  lye  all  night  in  redde 
Wine,  and  Vinegar:  then  Lard  it  thicke,  and  season  it  with 
Pepper,  Salt,  Cloves,  Mace,  Nutmeg,  and  Ginger.  Bake  it 
in  a  deepe  Coffin  of  Rye-paste,  with  score  of  Butter:  let  it 
soake  well.  Leave  a  vent-hole  in  your  Pye,  and  when  you 
draw  it  out  of  the  Oven,  put  in  melted  Butter,  Vinegar, 
Nutmeg,  Ginger,  and  a  little  Sugar:  Shake  it  very  well 
together,  and  put  it  into  the  Oven  againe,  and  let  it  stand 
three  or  foure  houres  at  the  least,  to  soake  throughly,  when 
your  Oven  is  colde  take  it  out,  and  stop  the  hole  with 
Butter.  [Note:  An  inexpensive  cut  of  beef  may  be  substi- 
tuted for  venison.]

19th  CENTURY 
Plymouth  Succotash 

1  Qt.  large  white  beans 

6  Qts.  hulled  corn  (Smutty  White  Southern  is  best)  or 
whole  hominy 

6  to  8  Lbs.  corned  beef  (chose  gray  cure,  without  saltpeter) 

1  Lb.  salt  pork  (fat  and  lean) 

4  to  6  Lb.  whole  chicken  or  fowl 

1  large  white  French  turnip 

8  to  10  medium-sized  potatoes 

Soak  beans  over  night.  In  the  morning  simmer  in  soft 
water  until  beans  are  soft  enough  to  mash  and  water  is 
nearly  absorbed.  About  eight  o'clock,  put  salt  pork  and 
corned  beef  into  very  large  kettle  of  cold  water.  Skim  as 
they  begin  to  boil.  Clean  and  truss  chicken  and  add  to  meat 
about  1V4  hours  before  dinner  time.  Allow  longer  if  fowl 
is  used.  Be  sure  to  have  plenty  of  water  in  kettle.  Two 
hours  before  dinner  time  put  mashed  beans  and  hulled  corn 
into  a  kettle  with  some  of  the  fat  from  the  meat  in  the 
bottom  to  keep  them  from  sticking.  Add  enough  liquor 
from  the  meat  so  that  the  mixture  will  absorb  it  all  but  will 
not  be  too  dry.  Cut  turnip  into  inch  slices,  add  to  meat 
about  eleven  o'clock.  Add  potatoes,  one  half  hour  later. 
Remove  chicken  when  tender  and  serve  whole.  Serve  beef 
and  pork  together,  the  chicken,  turnip,  and  potatoes  in 
separate  dishes,  the  beans  and  corn  in  the  Succotash  Bowl. 
The  meat  generally  salts  the  mixture  enough.  Save  the 
liquor  from  the  meat  to  warm  the  corn  and  beans  the  next 
day,  serving  meat  cold.  Like  many  other  dishes,  this  is 
better  wanned  over.

20th  CENTURY 

Braised  Wild  Turkey  with  Celery  Sauce 
1  wild  turkey 
4  to  6  slices  of  pork  fat 


1  carrot,  chopped 

1  onion,  chopped 

2  sprigs  parsley 

1  stalk  celery,  chopped 
1  teaspoon  fresh  thyme 

(or  Vi  teaspoon  dried  leaves; 
1  bay  leaf 

1  teaspoon  fresh  rosemary 

(or  Vi  teaspoon  dried  leaves) 

2  cups  chicken  broth 
2  cups  dry  white  wine 

Preheat  the  oven  to  425°.  Clean  and  truss  the  turkey  so 
that  the  legs  and  wings  are  held  close  to  the  body.  Arrange 
the  slices  of  pork  fat  over  the  bird  and  secure  with  butcher's 
cord.  (If  you  prefer,  you  may  use  a  double  layer  of  cheese- 
cloth saturated  with  melted  butter.)  Roast  the  turkey  at 
425°  for  40  to  45  minutes.  Remove  the  pork  slices  for  the 
last  15  minutes.  Lower  the  heat  to  375°  and  add  the 
remaining  ingredients  to  the  pan  (the  carrot,  onion,  parsley, 
celery,  thyme,  bay  leaf,  rosemary,  broth,  and  wine).  Cook 
for  2  to  3  more  hours  until  the  turkey  is  done,  basting  the 
bird  every  20  minutes.  Add  more  broth  or  wine  as  needed. 
The  turkey  is  done  if  the  juice  runs  clear  when  pricked 
with  a  fork. 


CELERY  SAUCE 

3  stalks  celery,  chopped 

1  onion  studded  with  two  cloves 

1  bay  leaf 

2  sprigs  parsley 

1  cup  chicken  broth 

(or  strained  turkey  broth) 

2  tablespoons  butter 

2  tablspoons  all-purpose  flour 

1V4   cups  milk 

salt  and  pepper  to  taste 

Put  the  celery  stalks  in  a  saucepan  with  the  onion,  bay 
leaf,  parsley,  and  chicken  or  turkey  broth.  Simmer  until  the 
celery  is  tender,  about  15  to  20  minutes.  Drain  (reserve 
the  liquid)  and  puree  the  celery  in  a  blender  or  force  through 
a  food  mill.  Melt  the  butter  in  a  saucepan,  add  the  flour, 
cook  for  a  couple  of  minutes,  and  gradually  add  the  milk, 
stirring  until  the  sauce  begins  to  thicken.  Season  with  salt 
and  pepper  and  simmer  for  about  10  minutes,  stirring 
occasionally.  Add  the  pureed  celery.  If  the  sauce  is  too 
thick,  add  some  of  the  liquid  the  celery  was  cooked  in. 
Correct  the  seasoning. 

NOTE: 

You  may  use  half  celery  stock  and  half  milk  instead  of  all 

milk  in  making  the  white  sauce.
